| BALLOON FLIES 
1,000 MILES ON 
TRIP TO BRITAIN 


‘R-34 Flashes Back Ra- 
diograms of Home- 
ward Voyage. 


BULLETIN. 
LONDON, July 11, 1 a m—(By 
the Associated Press.) —The British 
dirigible R-34 was in direct touch 
by wireless with the Clifden station 
at 4 o'clock this morning, Green- 
wich mean time. It gave its posi-

Washington, D. C., July 10.—Aided | 
by a westerly wind that sometimes 
reached a velocity of nearly forty miles 
;an hour, the British dirigible R-34 to- 
night was well out over the Atlantic 
on the return trip™to East Fortune, 
Scotland, after a stay of eighty-six 
hours in America. 

The last message from the airship, | 
‘received late today by the navy de 
‘partment, gave its position at that time 
as 660 miles due east of Bar Harbor, 
Me., and more than 1,000 miles from 
Mineola, Long Island, from which it 


Exceeds Sixty Miles an Hour. 

The dirigible, according to wireless 
reports received by the navy depart- 
ment throughout the day, averaged 
more than sixty miles an hour for the 
first fifteen hours of the return flight 
and at times the big airship’s speed 
reached between seventy-five and 
eighty miles an hour. The balloon thus 
was making better time than at any 
period of the flight to this side of the 
Atlantic. If weather conditions remain 
favorable naval officers here believe 
Maj.

SUES TO FORCE 
U.S. T0 TAKE 
LIBERTY BONDS 


Suit was filed in the United States 
District court yesterday by Charlotte 
T. P. Ulimann, as beneficiary of the 
estate of the late William Ullmann, 
against Julius F. Smietanka, collector 
of internal revenue, to force him to ac- 
cept $12,000 in Liverty bonds at par 
in payment of the federal income tax 
on the estate. | 

The bill charges that the late Wi!- 
liam B. Ullmann purchased $20,000 
worth of Liberty bonds of the second 
loan about eight months before his 
death and converted them into 4% per 
cent bonds a few weeks before his

THE PRICE OF POP. 

No matter how philosophically a man may accept 
the present period of high prices he gets a real 
jolt when he is asked 10 cents for a bottle of pov 
at the ball game. [For the moment that strikes 
him as being nearly as revolutionary as bolshevism. 
No ene ever heard of pop being more than 5 cents. 

Even at 5 cents tite profit must have been enor- 
mous, but to pay double that amount for a little 
colored water seems more than unreasonable; it 
seems grasping and indecent; contrary to the fun- 
damental principles of the republic. 

The suspicion is. strengthened that merchants 


are taking advantage of the opportunity to boost 


prices regardless of initial costs. Pop is not a 


 mecessity, of course, but it serves as an illustra- 


In the old days no purveyor would have 


dared charge 10 cents; a riot might have ensued. 


' But the old seale of prices has been broken in so 


many places that the public submits more or less 
meekly to any new advance, and it would not be 
human nature if pop purveyors et al. did not seek 
to profit by the situation. 

But it would be the most superficial kind of 


thinking to charge the great upward movement }- 


of prices solely to “ profiteers”’ or profiteering. We 
turn to the market page and find corn selling at 
$2, hogs $22.80, and cotton at 85% cents. For corn 
and hogs these prices are described as “the high- 
est records known.” Where is the profiteering 
here, unless it be placed at the door of the farmer? 
These are prices quoted at primary markets before 
the packer, the miller, the middleman or the re- 
tailer has had a chance to get a rakeoff. 

The prices at the primary markets are naturally 
gefiected in the various index numbers of the 
“food cost” of living. If we take that of the 


New York Annalist, which is compiled from”the | 


average wholesale price of twenty-five selected 
commodities, we find the Andex number for the 
week ending July 5 was 301, as compared with 
281 and 264 for the correspofiding weeks in 1918 


and 1917, respectively. Even in.1915, when phe- 
nomenal price advances had already begun, the 
_ figure was only 148. 


These are. rather dry statistics, and may or may 
not. have something to do with the price of pop, 
but they typify conditions which are a source of 
worry and even despair on the part of the average 
housewife. They may well cause some anxiety 
among our statesmen and economists, if the former 
are not too much engaged in international problems 
cr the latter too much engrossed in the financial 
status of, for example, the Roman empire. No 
one pretends to know where the upward price 
movement is to stop, and no one pretends to know 
all the contributing causes. One thing is certain: 
we cannot stabilize industry or even society as 
long as prices continue so erratically unstable. The 
price of pop is a symptom. We do not ventu 
to prophesy what would happen if it should go 
to 26 cents.

When the British commander in 
chief says: “ We talk a great deal about our allies.” 
(Certainly Sir Douglas hasn't lost his voice talking 
on that topic.) “It was necessary and right that 
we should do so to buck them up all we could 
while the fighting was going on,” we get a pretty 
characteristic piece of a certain type of British 
consciousness. It doesn’t sound Scotch, but what- 
ever it is, it is about as useful to the cause of 
Anglo-American codperation as a typhoid germ is 
to drinking water. The picture of the British buck- 
ing up the French army with praise may be accu- 
rate, but it is one-sided. We wonder who did the 
bucking up.

But they did 
not win the war. Neither did the French. Neither 
did the Americans.

SOCIALISM IN NORTH DAKOTA. 

[New York Evening Post.} 
The socialism with which North Dakota has begun 
to experiment is a middie class socialism. It is an 
uprising against the capitalist and the banker, not by 
the disinherited proletariat but by a community of 
prosperous landowners. Between 1900 and 1910 the 
number of farms in the United States increased from 
5,737,372 to 6,361,602, or about 11 per cent. In the 
same period the number of farms in North Dakota 
Increased from 45,000 to 74,000, or about 65 per cent, 
In the same decade the value of farm property in 
the United States increased from $20,000,000,000 to 
$40,000,000,000, or 10 per cent, and in North Dakota 
the increase was from $255,000,000 to $975,000,000, or 
280 per cent. The growth of farm wealth in North 
Dakota during the decade was greater éven than in 
golden Kansas or Nébraska. If, therefore, a social 
revolution is uncer way in North Dakota it would 
be the kind of revolution which arises, not from 
the misery of a people, but in a community that is 
well off and is determined to be still better of. The 
North Dakota experiment is of interest as a bourgeois 
movement along socialistic lines; and not the least 
valuable lesson we may wait for is to see how North 
Dakota goes at the solution of its own labor prob- 
lems in relation not only to the town worker but to 
the farm laborer.

The temperature of a man destined to 
heat stroke goes up some time before he | 
begins to feel that he has been overcome 
by the heat. Many tests have shown 
that. If the man who has fever and who 
is not sweating is wrapped in a wet sheet 
he will escape a stroke. He must stay 
wrapped in the wet sheet until his tem- 
perature comes down or he commences 
to sweat. 

We make heat in everything we do. 
The circulation of the blood in the ves- 
sels, the movements of respiration, the 
digestion, and the metabolism of food 
all make heat. Even thinking produces 
some heat, though not much. Work by 
the great muscles, however, as a source 
of heat overshadows mu others.

is not easily accomplished on = hot day. 
Sweating is a necessity, but if the sweat 
glands are overworked they may lay 
down on the job. If they do, the heat 
begins to accumulate, sending the tem- 
perature up until heat stroke results. 
Wrapping the body in a wet sheet acts 
like sweat in abstracting water and thus 
prevents accumulation o?7 heat. 

Does this mean tha. a man should 
drink beer to keep up a sweat and thus 
save himself frém heat stroke? It does 
not. Liquor sends the blood to the skin 
and causes sweat to pour out. It does 
temporarily add to the amount of sweat 
poured out, there is no question about 
that. But it is just the overstimulated 
sweat glands which strike.

Down Street Cleaning 


In spite of the precarious condition 
of Chicago’s finances, there will be no 
decrease in the amount of money spent 
this year for street cleaning and gar- 
bage removal. At the request of Ald. 
Thomas O. Wallace, who declared that 
with the increase in taxes citizens will 
not be satisfied with less ward service 
than last year, the council finance com- 
mittee yesterday went on record in 
favor of spending the same amount for 
ward service as was spent @ year ago. 
Under the $2.35 tax rate which the 
city requested but failed to receive this 
year, $2,700,000 more than last year 
would have been available for new ac- 
tivities. Increased salary demands this 
year, however, have edten up this 
amount and have caused the aldermen 
to use $300,000 for wage increases 
which was last year spent on city im-

Co. to Modernize

The familiar horse drawn busses of 
the Frank Parmelee company, which 
have been familiar sights on the 
streets of Chicago since 1852, are soon 


to disappear. This change is to be one 
result of the reorganization of the 
company, which was effected yester- 
day. 

Hereafter the name of the organi- 
zation is to be The Parmelee com- 
pany. Its capital has been increased 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000, and it is to 
become a codperative institution, for 
all superinteadents and heads of de- 
partments in the employ of the com- 
pany are to be given opportunities to 
purchase stock on favorable terms. 


Armour Interested. 

John C. Shaffer has retired as pres!- 
dent and John J. Mitchell is no longer 
chairman of the board of directors. 
Among those interested in the reorgan- 
ized company are J. Ogden Armour 
and John R. Thompson. Charles A. 
McCullough has been elected presi- 
dent to succeed Mr. Shaffer. Mr. Mc- 
Cullough has been vice president of 
the company and is also treasurer of 
the John R. Thompson company. He 
has been with the Parmelee organi- 
zation for eighteen years. Directors of 
the reorganized company have not 
been selected. 

The company is to continue its old 
business of handling baggage and of 
carrying passengers to and from ho- 
tels and railroad stations, but is to 
adopt up to date methods. The 125 
horse drawn busses now in use are to 
be replaced by 100 motor cars of the 
latest pattern. The company now has 
700 horses, and 500 of these are to be 
disposed of.

U.S. LOOKS INTO 


$450,000 TO TWO 
SONS HE “FIRED” 


HE long court battle of Harry and 
James H. Channon to compel the 
H. Channon company, 150 North 
Market street, to pay d.vidends 
ended quietly yesterday when Judge 
Charles M. Foell in the Superior court 
dismissed the petition, which was filed 
Feb. 6, 1917. 

The suit was dismissed upon peti- 
tion of the plaintiffs and on presenta- 
tion of evidence that Henry Channon, 
president of the company, had agreed 
to pay his two sons approximately 
$450,000 for their share of the stock. 

Henry Channon, 86 years old, whose 
life has been marked with strenuous 
business and legal battles, seemed 
quite resigned to the fact his sons 
had won another victory. He stood in 
his private office and quietly denied he 
had cut them off in his will, but as- 
serted—just as quietly—that “they 
could run their business and he would 
run his.” 

The story of the difficulties of Mr. 
Channon and his sons is written upon 
the court records. It is recorded he 
discharged the sons, who held approxi- 
mately 45 per cent of the stock in the 
H. Channon company, because they 
“were bringing in no business.” The 
two then formed the McMaster-Carr 
Supply company, which prospered.

So were the workers 
who went on strike Tuesday. Both 
sides had meetings. 

Employés of the National Candy com- 
pany, 329 West Superior street, re- 
mained away from their duties. Theirs 
was said to be’a strike of intimidation, 
as the employers advised them not to 
appear, fearing scenes of Tuesday 
would be reported. The strikers then 
besieged various other plants, forcing 
the workers to quit. Workers at the 
Novelty company, 212 Austin avenue, 
and in the Shutter Johnson factory, 
241 East Illinois street, joined the 
strike. 


Satisfied, Yet Stay Out. ' 
Because foremen at the municipal 
garbage reduction plant are holding 
out for an increase of from $200 to $300 
a year, garbage handlers at the plant 
refused to return to their work, al- 
though their representative told Com- 
missioner of Public Works Charles R.

TONIGHT ON NEW 


80 Cents Hour or Strike 


Is Leaders’ Program; 
Companies Wait. 4 


Chicago’s 16,000 surface and ele 
vated road employes expect to deter- 
mine tonight what their new demands 
on the companies are to be. Officials 


drafted the new wage schedules were. 
reticent yesterday regarding the in- 
crease to be asked,-as were officials 
of the “L” and surface lines regard- 
ing how they would act on the pro- 
posals. 

Presidents Busby of the 

Surface Lines and Budd of the “L” 
system alike disclaimed knowledge of 
what the wage demands will be. Other 
officials, however, admitted a formi- 
dable increase from the present 48 


cents an hour.. It is promised that 
the companies will define their posi- 
tion soon after they learn what the 
men’s demands are. . 

It was suggested the companies 
might depend on the national war la- 
bor board as their defense in resist- 
ing the demands. . . 

Since Aug, 1, 1918, the rates fixed 
by that board have been in effect “ for 
the period of the war.” As the com- 
panies have contended the “emer 
gency” has not passed, and have 
based applications for increased fares 
on that contention, they may use it 
as their argument with the men: 

Ask Fight for 80 Cents. 
President Wililam Quinlan of the 
street car men and President William 
Mylam of the “L’”" men addressed some 
of the workers last night, but did not 
mention the proposals as formulated. 
A general conference of the wage 
drafting committee was had during the 
day in the Ashland Boulevard Audi- 
torium, Ashland avenue and Van 
Buren streét, but the tentative scales 
were not announced. 

It is understood, however, that the 
committee will ask the men tonight to 
stand steadfast for the 80 cents an 


program. A referendum, according to 
Quinlan, would show the men ready 
to strike if these demands are not met. 
It will require twenty-four hours to 
conduct such a referendum. 

Members of the “IL,” workers’ union 
declare they will stand resolutely for 
75 cents for conductors and 80 cents 
for motormen.

So dissatisfied are the “L” employés 
with their present wage that they al- 
ready have conferred on their commit- 
tee power to negotiate and to call a 
strike. It is considered probable the 
surface car men will give their com- 
mittee the same power tonight if the 
drafting committee’s scales are adopted 
as satisfactory. 


4,000 GOBS AT -

Great Lakes, IL, July 10.—[Spectal.] 
—Four thousand men from the middie 
west in training at Great Lakes were 
ordered to Sea today by the Bureau 
of Navigation.

The tnen 
will be started for the Atlantic coast 
this week and the draft will have been 
completed within seven days. Man 
power is urgently needed to fill the 
ranks on the front line battleships of 
the Atlantic and Pacific fleets, thinned 
by the wholesale demobilization of re 
serves and regulars.

Fine Cuts of Bee.

but best of all many would learn how 
to cook beef as it gho 
Few homes ever have the finer beef 
dishes. This matter is left to the hotels 
where the highest prices must be paid 
because of the meat essences in the 
gravies and the expensive garnishes. 
Suppose we study Escoffier’s “ Guide 
to Modern Cookery.” First, one could 
get here a whole new vocabulary about

Then there is an interesting page 
about cutting the fillet into steaks, 
called Chateaubriands and the tour- 
nedos, the latter, being a name found 
on nearly ” all menus of restaurants tn 
France.
